Ambafladors from feveral courts are now at 
Baden in Switzerland, where are likewile two 
French agents.

LanGe Staat, Nov. 21. 

We are, i: feems, configned to ruin and de- 
ftruction. A calamity more dreadful than the 
arrival of the French has befallen us, and we are 
at once bereft of every thing we pofiefied.— 
By the injudicious cutting of the Bykes to inun- 
date the country, all the environs of this place 
for feveral miles round are irrecoverably lott ; 
and we much doubt if ever the waters can be 
drained off. 

Almott all the houfes are under water; fe- 
veral are abfolutely out of fight, and the number 
of cattle loft is confiderable. 

The important truft of inundating the count- 
ry was given totally ignorant of the effects of 
the waters, and thofe whofe province it was to 
fuperintend the whole, declined it, on account 
of the inhabitants, who almoft to a man voted 
againit the meature.
